AREA. 


Most  of  the  villages  have  a mains  supply  either  from  Leicester 
Corporation  or  Loughborough  Corporation.  Part  of  Vi/oodhouse  is 
supplied  by  the  Beaumanor  Estate  Waterworks. 

Following  a report  to  the  Public  Health  Cominittee  regarding  the 
Ministry,'  of  Health  Memorandum  on  the  safeguarding  of  vjater 
supplies,  it  was  agreed  that  regular  monthly  sampling  of  public 
water  supplies • should  be  carried  out  (one  chemical  and. the 
remainder  bacteriological) . 

Two  workmen  vdio  are  likely  to  be  employed  on  water  supplies 
have  been  examined  and  special  clothing  has  been  purchased. 

There  are  six  public  supplies  from  wells  in  the  District,  one  of 
these  has  been  closed,  another  has  been  padlocked  and  is  only 
used  by  farmers,  the  remainder  have  shown  varying  results  from 
analyses. 

Some  of  the  monthly  samples  were  missed  because  of  the  pressure 
of  war  work. 

Notices  recormTiending  boiling  of  the  water  have  been  placed  on  the 
remaining  four  wells. 

RESULTS  OF  SANIPLES; 
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WILLS : 

52  samples  of  well  water  were  analysed  and  56  proved 
unsatisfactory.  — 

19  wells  were  closed,  14  were  cleansed.  In  28  cases 
a pipe  supply  was  substituted  for  well  water.  22  parishes 
have  a pipe  supply  from  the  public  mains  and  one  from  a 
private  reservoir.  8 parishes  are  without  a piped  water 
supply. 

No  shortage  was  reported  during  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  & SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL; 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  vjere  about  250  cesspools  in 
the  District  10  having  been  abolished,  and  4 new  ones  constructed. 

No  large  extension  of  sewage  or  disposal  vrorks  have  been  made 
during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING;. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  using  Karrier  Bantum 
Lorries,  a xveekly  collection  being  made  from  all  Parishes. 

The  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  During  the 
year  8 ashpits  have  been  abolished.  Pail  closets  are  emptied  by 
the  Council’s  Contractors  and  the  contents  are  emptied  on  the  land. 
The  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  not  undertaken  by  the  Council  except 
in  the  Parish  of  Thurmaston.  Up  to  the  51st.  of  March  the  weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  was  undertaken  by  direct  labour  in  24 
Parishes,  from  the  1st.  of  April  this  service  tvas  extended  to  the 
remaining  7 Parishes.  Approximately  12,770  dustbins  are  emptied 
every  week. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT; 


The  factories  and  vjorks  chiiimeys  in  this  District  have  been  kept 
under  observation  and  27  smoke  observations  have  been  made.  Action 
was  necessary  in  8 cases  and  info'mal  notices  served  in  each  case 
have  resulted  in  the  abatement  of  such  nuisance. 

A nuisance  caused  by  dust  from  a granite  crushing  works  was 
improved  by  informal  action.

The  water  supply  has  been  laid  on  in  most  Parishes  v^rhere  a public 
supply  is  available.  A pipe  supply  has  been  recommended  for  the 
Queniborough  School  and  the  Education  Authority  has  been  approached.

HOUSING; 


Follovjing  a letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  the  5th. 
of  May,  19S9 , referring  to  the  Housing  Enquiry  held  in  the  District, 
the  Council  resolved  that  a comprehensive  survey  of  the  housing  in 
the  whole  District  to  be  carried  out. 

On  the  1st.  of  August  I made  a report  to  the  Housing  Committee 
stating  briefly  the  number  of  houses  which  required  inspection,  the 
nuiaber  of  days  which  could  be  allotted  each  week  to  the  work  and 
that  it  would  take  about  two  years  to  complete  the  survey.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  this  was  considered  a long  time  v/ithout  abating  any 
unfit  houses  and  I suggested  that  a clearance  area  should  be  brought 
up  in  each  of  the  three  areas  in  rotation,  every  six  months  so  that 
the  survej'  could  still  carr^?  on  in  the  other  two  areas.  Individual 
unfit  houses  and  repairs  will  be  brought  up  from  time  to  time  the 
question  of  providing  extra  clerical  staff  if  required  was  mentioned. 
The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Unfortunately  war  has  put  an  end  to  any  extensive  Housing  Schemes; 
this  is  to  be  regretted  in  this  area  because  many  empty  houses  which 
would  come  into  the  clearance  area  have  to  be  brought  up  as  individual 
unfit  houses  and  the  demolition  order  made  to  prevent  re-letting  of 
such  totally  unfit  houses,  also  one  of  our  Sanitary  Inspectors  has 
joined  the  Army  (1940)  and  the  detailed  comprehensive  survey  has  had 
to  be  abandoned. 

A survey  was  made  on  the  Housing  vonditions  in  the  village  of 
Newtown  Linford  end  nine  houses  v;ere  found  to-be~unfit  for  human 
habitation.  As  this  village  is  one  of  the  beaut;’  spots  in  the 
District  the  help  of  the  Council  for  the  Preservation  of  Rural  England 
was  obtained. 

The  report  of  their  Architect  agreed  with  our  findings.

I.1EAT  dc  OTHER  FOODS; 

Following  on  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1926  it  was  decided  to 
draw  up  an  advisory  standard  to  assist  the  manufacturers  of  preserved 
food,  icecream,  etc.  This  standard  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 

With  regard  to  the  sale  of  icecream  in  small  shops,  the  following 
standard  was  asked  for  : - 

(1)  Installation  of  an  efficient  icecream  refrigerator. 

(2)  Use  of  pasteurised  or  sterilized  milk  in  the  cold 
mix  for  the  manufacture  of  icecream. 

Under  these  conditions  clean  shops  can  reasonably  be  registered. 

Three  underground  rooms  were  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  the 
manufacture  of  preserved  food.

Diphtheria  has  been  quite  prevalent  in  the  District,  especially 
affecting  the  village  of  Syston,  22  cases  had  occurred  up  to  November 
when  immunisation  was  co^'iinisnced.  The  'prophylactic  used  was  T.A.F. 
(B  & W)  three  doses  of  1 c.c.  with  at  least  a fortnight's  interval.

Only  one  case  of  measles  was  notified  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  no  measles  seruiTi  has  been  used. 

There  are,  at  present,  no  arrangements  for  typing  of  pneumococci. 

A small  outbreak  of  enteritis  occurred  at  Seagrave  affecting 
chiefly  school  children  (14).  Suspicion  fell  on  pork  pies  but 
this  could  not  be  proved.  Samples  vjere  submitted  to  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stamford.

All  tuberculosis  deaths  had  been  previously  notified.  The 
notification  in  the  District  is,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory. 

EVACUATION; 

9,000  children  were  expected  to  arrive  in  the  District  on  six 
trains  each  holding  about  750  children.  Four  trains  at  ^iuom 
station  and  two  trains  at  Loughborough. 

This  was  to  be  repeated  on  the  second  day,  however  only  1,292 
arrived. 

In  view  of  the  large  numbers,  extra  help  for  medical  examination 
was  obtained,  tv/o  general  practitioners  kindly  offered  their 
services  and  the  County  Council  provided  a Medical  Officer,  a 
Dentist,  and  five  Health  Visitors.  At  v»loodhouse  the  help  of  the 
Local  First  Aid  Personnel  was  given  and  at  Loughborough  the  Y.L.C.A. 
kindly  lent  us  their  Hall  in  vliich  to  examine  the  children. 
Tearoorary  sanitary^'  accoiranodhtion  was  provided  by  our  Sanitary^ 
Inspectors.  First  Aid  Dressings  were  supplied  in  case  of 
accidents. 

Lists  were  made  out  of  all  houses  Virhere  cases  of  infectious 
disease  had  recently  occurred  Including  tuberculosis  and  no 
evacuees  were  allowed  to  be  oilleted  at  these  houses. 


Ovang  to  the  expected  large  numbers  and  the  frequency  of  the 
trains  it  was  decided  that  examination  of  heads  should  be  left 
eind  done  later  at  the  Schools,  otherwise  quite  a thorough  examination 
was  made. 

• The  following  is  a list  of  conditions  found. 


The  list  of  defects  was  given  to  the  respective  Health  Visitors 
who  visited  the  evacuees  regularly  during  the  first  week  or  so. 

V.’ith  regard  to  dirty  heads,  only  a few  cases  were  reported  to  me, 
but  I understand  quite  a number  of  hostesses  treated  the  children 
themselves  and  others  were  treated  by  the  School  Nurses. 

After  evacuation  the  chief  complaints  we  received  were  with 
regard  to  bed  wfetting  and  (?)  mentally  deficient  children. 

Pamphlets  were  obtained  about  bed  wetting  and  these  together 
with  waterproof  sheets  were  issued  to  the  Billeting  Officers. 

The  persistent  cases  vfere  removed  to  one  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Hospitals  after  having  obtained  consent  of  the  parents. 

At  the  second  evacuation  180  children  were  expected  and  only 
42  arrived.  These  were  a big  improvement  on  the  first  exodus  but 
unfortunately  a case  of  diphtheria  vjas  discovered  among  the  children, 
the  child  was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  all  contacts, 
including  a brother  and  sister,  from  the  same  railway  carriage  were 
removed  for  isolation  to  a Convalescent  Home.  No  further  case 
developed.
